The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

29. (Currently Amended) The substrate holder according to claim 28, wherein, 
on the chord side, an inside thereof in a diameter direction of the ring-like plates is 
[[fretted]] scooped out . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Reiji (JP 04-002118) teaches ring-like plate without notches. Kobori (US 

5743967) teaches notch of ring-like plate while the support columns are outside the 
notches. While '967 teaches the thickness of the ring-like plate is an effect parameter 
(col. 3, lines 22-23) and the notch size is an effect parameter (col. 4, lines 64-67, 
because it need to cancel out the effect of boat pillars/columns on the ring), the 
combination of '1 18 and '967 does not fairly teaches the limitation of "the support 
columns being fitted into the notches" which requires a very specific fitting between the 
columns and the notches.
